Tex., Dec. 14.—Washing­ 
ton avenue property valued at over 
$100,000 and consisting of tw*o big 
brick buildings, with valuable con­ 
tents, was destroyed by fire Tuesday 
morning between 4 and 5 o’clock, and 
at one time it seemed that the Mag­ 
nolia Brewing Company’s big plant 
w*as doomed to destruction.

Injured, 
the 
paper 
company’s 
stock is a total loss. 
The South Texas Candy Company 
occupied the building owned by W. H. 
Kirkland. Both were total losses. 
When the fire department arrived 
on the scene the fire had gained much 
headway. Both 
buildings and some 
freight cars were a mass of flames. 
The fire started in the rear of the 
buildings and the firemen faced the 
problem of stringing hose through 
the crowded railroad yards to reach 
the flames, By the time sufficient hose 
was laid to cope with the conflaga- 
:k>n the flames had eaten their way 
into the buildings to the highly in- 
flamable contents, and many of the 
stream s were diverted to adjoining 
property. Working under such diffi­ 
culties and being summoned so fate, 
the firemen had practically no chance 
to save anything 
but 
surrounding 
property, and in this they were suc­ 
cessful. 
There was no opportunity to as­ 
certain with any degree of accuracy 
in which building the fire started, 
although it is believed that it origi­ 
nated to the candy factory, as the 
loss was more compd©** there and it 
seemed to have had more headway.
